CHARLEVOIX 
COUNTY -A group of citi- 
zens that is growing in num- 
bers by the week has taken 
on the daunting task of find- 
ing funds to reconstruct a 
road that is a main artery in 
the county. 

The Concerned Citizens 
of Charlevoix County was 
formed recently with the 
goal of finding a way to fix 
the Boyne City-Charlevoix 
Road, a 17-mile stretch that 
runs from Boyne City to 
U.S. 31 at the north end of 
Charlevoix. 

The countryside road 
bends and curves, up hills 
and down, passing through 
historic Horton Bay, once a 
playground for young 


Ernest Hemmingway, and 
past the Greensky Indian 
Church. Glimpses of beau- 
tiful Lake Charlevoix may 
be seen along the way, but 
drivers dare not take their 
eyes off the road these days. 


With potholes, ragged. 


edges and uneven pave- 
ment, the condition of the 
road is known to be danger- 
ous because it is in such a 
state of disrepair. , 

“There is no room for 
mistakes on that road,” said 
county sheriff George. T. 
Lasater.

BOYNE CITY —1n an 
effort to improve the ac- 
cessibility for handicap 
and senior citizens in the 
downtown area, the City 
Commission approved the 


‘installation of two handi- 


cap parking spaces at the 
intersection of Park and 
Water streets on Jan. 8. 

City Commissioner Mike 
Cummings, 62, led the 
charge, which is his first 
motion to pass since his 
election on Nov. 8. The 
project is scheduled. for 
completion on Apr. 30, 
2008. The city will utilize 
the angle parking spots at 
the Park and Water streets 
location. 

Currently, the closest 


| downtown 


handicap parking resides at 
the library and City Park, a 
block and a half away from 
the downtown area. 

“While campaigning, I 
ran into two people who 
whére handicapped. Both of 
them said they would love 
to come downtown but there 
was no handicapped park- 
ing,” Cummings said. 
“When I approached City 
Hall before I was elected I 
was told it was not in the 
plans. 

“Tt hadn’t even been con- 
sidered. Onge I got elected 
to the commission I saw 
there was a need and the ac- 
cessibility points that we 


had were at Ace Hardware > 


and Boyne Country Provi- 
sions.”

City asks court to 
decide employee 
dilemma |

EAST JORDAN — The 
city has filed an action with 
the circuit court that re- 
quests that the judge declare 
city commissioners employ- 
ees of the city. If the judge 
determines that they are city 
employees, a recently 
elected commissioner will 
be in violation of. a retire- 
ment agreement he signed 
with the city. 

The case was filed with 
the Charlevoix County Cir- 
cuit Court on Friday, Jan. 
11. It revolves around a 
former city police officer, 
Paul Timmons, who was 
elected city commissioner 
in November 2007. The city 
also asks the court to declare 
that Timmons has breached 


an October 2006 Resigna- 
tion and Retirement Agree- 
ment between the city and 
himself, and to declare the 
agreement void. 

Timmons was employed 
by the city of East Jordan 
from April 20, 1980, to Oct. 
1, 2006. In 2005 and 2006, 
the city police department 
disciplined him for an unsat- 
isfactory job performance. 
In order to secure his resig- 
nation and a resolution of 
the pending grievances and 
disciplinary actions, the city, 
Timmons and his union, the 
Police Officers Labor Coun- 
cil, entered into the agree- 


ment, according to the court 


file. 

When Tinignons left his 
employment with the city in 
October 2006, he signed the

This is not intended to 
be a ‘bash the road com- 
mission,’ but let’s hope 
we get to a point when 
we have some concrete 
suggestions,” said 
Elsenheimer. 

Matelski said that 
Rep. Elsenheimer is 
very concerned and in- 
terested in the plight of 
those who travel the 
road. He arranged for 
representatives of the

of Transportation to at- 
tend the Jan. 8 meeting. 

Concerned Citizens 
also met with U.S. Rep. 
Bart Stupak on Thurs- 
day, Jan. 10. Rep. 
Stupak gave.a few sug- 
gestions; for obtaining 
funds fdr the. Boyne 
City-Charlevoix Road, 
said Matelski. 

“He told me that the 
road’s lack of safety is 
our best approach with 
the federal govern- 
ment,” said Matelski.

“When homeowners test 
for radon, they can iden- 
tify problems early and 
take steps to reduce el- 
evated levels. It’s quick, 
easy, and inexpensive to 
do.” 

Homeowners should 
hang the radon tester in 
the lowest livable level of 
the home during the 
cooler months of the year. 
Radon, a radioactive gas, 
comes from soil and en- 


ters homies through open-. 


ings in the foundation 
floor or walls. If the test 
kit indicates an elevated 
radon level, additional 
testing should be done to 
confirm the problem and 
appropriate actions taken 
to reduce the levels when 
needed, such as sealing 
the foundation or install- 
ing exhaust fans. 

When results are at or 
above the “action level”, 
Health Department staff 
can help homeowners 
identify mitigation tech- 
niques.
